"our great industrial progress is 
due in chief, it is believed, to the 
unusual protection of the constitu- 
tion of the United States and we 
are standing still today, because 
that unusual protection has been 
withdrawn or is threatened with 
withdrawal."

Munger Enjoins Sheriffs 


In Saline, Pawnee 


County Cases. 


Federal Judge T. C. Munger has 


issued orders enjoining two coun- 
ty sheriffs from serving writs of 
assistance on debtors who have 
filed for relief under the Frazicr- 
Lemke act. In neither order or 
accompanying opinion 
did 
the 


judge rule on the constitutionality 
of the act. 


Sheriff Frank A. Shimerda of 


Saline county was enjoined from 
ousting Frederick Thomas Rank 
from possession of property sold 
at sheriff's sale, and Sheriff Guy 
Avery of Pawnee 
county 
was 


similarly enjoined in the matter 
of Joseph W. Kalina. Both in- 
junctions are good until further 
order of the court. 


In both cases other respondents, 


creditors, were not enjoined. This 
refusal leaves the road open to 
the creditors to seek other legal 
remedy. 


Time Element Factor. 


In his opinion in the 
Kalina 


case, which at first 
seemed to 


hinge on the time element of 
whether the sale confirmation or 
debtor's petition were filed first, 
the judge ruled the debtor's peti- 
tion was first. 


The only mention made by the 


judge of the challenge of the law 
follows: from the Kalina opinion: 


"Some objections 
have 
been 


made based upon the theory that 
section 75 (s) of the bankruptcy 
act is unconstitutional legislation, 
but it does not appear that the 
debtor has taken any proceeding 
under section 75 (s)."

Y street, collapsed at 3 42 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon, just as his 
street car v»as rounding the cor- 
ner of Twelfth and P As his 
hand fell trom the automatic cir- 
cuit breaker control, the street 
car came to a itop All sticet 
cars are equipped with such a 
control which is known as the 
"dead man's control" by which 
the street car is automatically 
stopped 
when 
the motorman's 


hand leaves the throttle. 


Ten Persons Aboard. 


There were about ten passen- 


gers on the car when Mr Jordan 
collapsed. Noise made by the au- 
tomatic circuit breaker, when it 
broke the contact as Mr Jordan's 
hand left the throttle, caused 
many of them to think that the 
motorman 
had 
been 
shocked

CONSERVING NEBRASKA'S 


RESOURCES. 


I 


T IS a timely resolution adopted by the Nebras- 


ka Manufacturers association, meeting in an- 


nual convention in Lincoln Thursday night, call- 
ing for a study of the state's resources to the end 
that steps be taken to develop and conserve them. 


The resolution follows: 


"An unusual opportunity is at hand for our 


state. Our governor-elect is an engineer of 
recognized authority. For years past, he has 
been working with and studying the rivers and 
streams within the state's boundaries, natural 
resources of the state, which constitute an un- 
developed heritage. It is now possible that we 
use this knowledge, his engineering ability, to 
round out a really worthwhile policy for de- 
veloping and conserving these resources. We 
call upon the governor-elect and the legisla- 
ture to act in this matter." 
The resolution refers to the two projects al- 


ready allowed at Washington by the PWA, the 
Sutherland and the Columbus, and the applica- 
tions still pending—the Tri-County, the North and 
the Middle Loups, the Benkelman-Haigler-Arick- 
arce, the Frenchman, and the Blue Creek. They, 
in fact, constitute Nebraska's greatest undeveloped 
natural resource. For in this state industrial de- 
velopment is connected directly with the soil. The 
manufacturing which exists largely goes back to 
farming. The preservation of Nebraska itself rests 
upon a prosperous and stable agriculture. 
With- 


out it, cities and towns will disappear, and the ac- 
tivities through which the people 
living within 


these urban communities secure a livelihood, will 
disappear. Nor should the people of Nebraska de- 
ceive themselves in believing that when the fer- 
tility of Nebraska soil is exhausted, when 
that 


abandonment of farming which has taken place in 
all of the older commonwealths in America sets in 
here, there will be the same opportunities for en- 
tering other activity, notably manufacturing, that 
made the transition in New York State. Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, and Indiana, and much of the south 
Atlantic section comparatively painless and com- 
paratively easy. 


Nebraska's one resource is soil. 
No amount of planning, no amount of study, no 


amount of effort are too great to realize this ob- 
jective. 
Those valleys through 
which these 


streams flow house hundreds of thousands of peo- 
ple. They provide thousands of farm homes, and 
embrace scores of small towns and thriving cities. 
Slowly the soil which supports them is being ex- 
hausted. It has been utilized for more than half a 
century, and the declining yields, declining con- 
sistently year after year, point to a warning which 
should not be ignored. Soil is sustained by water 
and grass. It is sweetened, strengthened, and re- 
vitalized only in this way. 


For years,»the waters in these streams have been 


going to waste at seasons of the year when they 
should be stored in great reservoirs for use dur- 
ing the growing season. And this has been taking 
place while the soil was being depleted. 


The program drafted for Nebraska represents 


vision. It deserves the united support of the state. 
When realized, it will minimize the constant men- 
ace of drouth, and in the larger sense, it will pre- 
serve Nebraska soil so a state basically dependent 
upon agriculture may progress confidently 
throughout the next fifty or hundred years with- 
out the dark shadow of worn out land. 


THE RUSSIAN BLOOD PURGE. 


LL their property was ordered confiscated by 


the state." 


There is grim humor in this sentence from the 


cabled accounts of the execution of 66 persons in 
Russia for participation in "counter revolutionary" 
activities. 
1 If these people held any property that had not 
already been confiscated by the government, it was 
certainly an 
oversight on the part of the soviet 


rulers. 
The regular policy in Russia is and has 


been, ever since 1918, a denial of the right of in- 
dividuals to hold property. The state has consist- 
ently claimed ownership of everything and ruth- 
lessly has despoiled farmeis of their 
lands 
and 


other people of their homes, business investments, 
and savings. 


Therefore, the announcement that these alleged 


plotters, in addition to being put to death, have 
had their property confiscated is pure surplusage. 
In all likelihood, they had no property worth men- 
tioning that the soviet regime had not taken over 
long ago. Probably that was one of their chief 
reasons for seeking to overthrow the existing gov- 
ernment. 
Certainly, they had no reason to feel 


otherwise than hostile to it. 


The savagery of Moscow's bolsheviks in wreak- 


ing vengeance upon the group of luckless rebels 
will arouse feelings of horror in all civilized coun- 
tries. Not content with summarily putting to 
death those charged with having had a hand in the 
attempted uprising, the Lenin government includ- 
ed in its "blood purge" their 
innocent families, 


without giving anyone even the semblance of a 
fair trial. Along with Leonid Nicolaieff, executed 
as the assassin of a prominent soviet official, the • 
cabled dispatches say that his wife, sons, two 
daughters, and his aged mother 85 years old were 
also lined up before firing squads and shot. 


Such wholesale 
butchery parallels closely the 


bloodlust which prevailed during the French revo- 
lution. It cannot be condoned by any theory con- 
sonant with modern conceptions of human rights 
and the purpose for which governments exist. It 
s a reversion to the barbarous tyrannies of an- 
cient times and the dark ages, when slavery was 
ommon and the lives of the multitude depended 
on the whims of their masters. 


It is apparent that the Russian autocracy does 


not feel secure, even though it controls all activi- 
ties of the people. It has good reason to fear so- 
called "counter revolution." "The grapes of wrath" 
will some day be turned into wine of bitter taste 
for the now dominant lords of eastern Europe.

AN ENGLISH TRAGEDY. 


|»M;AN-MADE laws can often be pitilessly cruel. 
L»* A frail little Englishwoman who painlessly 
put her imbecile son to death because she faced a 
dangerous operation and feared 
she would not 


;urvive. and thus deprive her son of her loving 
care, was sentenced to death. 


The jury, which took only five minutes to find 


ner guilty, recommended 
mercy, and the judge 


condemned the law which forced him to pronounce 
the death penalty. 


But even if man-made laws make no distinction 


in grinding out justice, 
merciful 
humanity can. 


While the rising tide of public sympathy 
was 


mounting higher and higher for the mother, Brit- 
ish officials took immediate steps to obtain clem- 
ency for her, so that she will not have to pay with 
rier life for what she supposed was an act of kind- 
ness. 


After she was arrested the dreaded 
operation 


was performed and she recovered and stood trial. 
It was one of Fate's horrible ironies that she 
should live. 


She had nursed her unfortunate son for 30 years. 


When she felt her own life slipping away, she 
tucked him in bed and gave him an overdose of 
sedative tablets. The police charged her with ma- 
licious murder, but she retorted: "Not malicious; I 
just put my son to sleep."' 


The judge followed the strict letter of the law. 


-The people followed the will of charity and com- 
passion. Yet while clemency in this woman's case 
seems just, sober thought shows that to let down 
the bars completely in such cases might invite 
others to do away with those who are unwanted.

The Latin title of the third 


volume covers the sermons de- 
livered during the Advent season 
of 1934 by the cardinal archbishop 
of Munich. They are a dignified 
aut none the less daring challenge 
to extreme nazi doctrines which, 
as you read German, should be 
available to you. 
The eminent 


preacher begins his series of five 
discourses with a refutation of the 
racial dogmas at the root of nazi- 
ism. He exclaims that "in their 
presence a bishop cannot hold his 
peace," and makes common cause 
with, the intrepid Protestant pas- 
tors who have also withstood the 
hate and misrepresentations lav- 
ished upon Israel. 


The cardinal goes even further. 


With a touch of humor he turns 
the tables on the anti-semitics by 
reminding them that as professed 
Christians they have taken over 
the vices of primitive Judaism, 
while the persecuted Jews repre- 
sent the Christian doctrine of love 
for the enemy. The last of these 
memorable sermons upholds the 
supranational 
character of our 


Lord's religion and demonstrates 
the flat contradiction of its vital 
principles by their would-be offi- 
cial exponents. He also reminds 
us that even Charlemagne has be- 
come unpopular with the nazis be- 
cause he extirpated the fabled cult 
of the somewhat scaly old Ger- 
manic deities,

.Island Sees Acute 


Problem Ahead. 


CHICAGO—(AP)—There is no 


Unemployment problem so far as 
horses are concerned, the annual 
meeting of the Horse and Mule 
'Association of America was told 
here. 


Grant Good, veteran horseman 


of Ogden, la., asserted the busi- 
ness is entering its most prosper- 
ous period in at least 40 years. 


Iowa farmers, be said, are pay- 


ing at least $10 a horse more than 
last year for good grade animals, 
and especially for colts, yearlings 
and two-year-olds. "Good grade 
five-year-old mares," said Good, 
"are averaging $25 each more than 
a year ago. At least a third more 
colts were born this year than last 
in Iowa communities I visitetd." 


Peter Raie, of Rock Rapids, la., 


one of the draft horse judges at 
the livestock exposition, said that 
in his tours of South Dakota and 
Iowa this year he had found an 
actual scarcity of good horses, 
especially stallions. 


"If South Dakota gets back to 


her old pace in raising grain and 
livestock again, I don't believe the 
purebred horse breeders will be 
able to supply the demand for 
stallions that will be needed," he 
said. 


A large scale exodus of horses 


and mules from westetrn to south- 
ern states was described by John 
Torpey, stockman of Grand Island, 
Neb. 


Carload after carload of horses 


and mules of all ages are being as- 
sembled by western farmers, faced 
with severe drouth and feed short- 
age for shipment into the corn belt 
and southern states, he saia. The 
firm of which he is president, he 
asserted, has sold more than 36,- 
000 horses and mules from the 
western ranges and the Dakotas. 


"The situation in this western 


country is really a serious'One," he 
said. "If the farmers in Nebraska 
were able to buy the horses and 
mules they need for spring work 
they would take every animal we 
get for the auction sales every 
other week in Grand Island." 


Torpey suggested joint action by 


the government, horse breeders 
and commission men to supply 
breeding stock with which to re- 
plenish the rapidly diminishing 
supplies.

Darley and spring wheat have now 
been purchased at Omaha, Sioux 
~:ity and other Nebaska points and 
:ogetlier with outside supplies, if 
needed, will be available to Ne- 
braska farmers.
